Rochester Police Arrest Fraud Suspect 

Rochester Police have charged Brett M. Cavicchi 
of 166 Billington Street in Plymouth with four counts of 
credit card fraud over $250, four counts of larceny over 
$250, assault and battery with a dangerous weapon 
(motor vehicle), and leaving the scene of property dam- 
age. The charges stem from an investigation and sting 
operation by Officer William Chamberlain of the Roches- 
ter Police Department. 

Mr. Cavicchi, who allegedly has a long history of 
larceny and credit card fraud, has been known to carry 
weapons and had purchased two generators from R.F. 
Morse, which is located on Cranberry Highway in Roch- 
ester, using stolen credit card numbers. Working with the 
owners and employees of R.F. Morse, Officer Chamberlain 
set up an arrangement where Mr. Cavicchi, who had been 
using the name of James Mello, could purchase two 
additional generators at a reduced rate. The purchase was 
made over the phone and Mr. Cavicchi agreed to come 
back and pick them up.

Selectman Andrews first discussed the Municipal 
Management Study for the Town of Mattapoisett recently 
prepared by the UMass Dartmouth Center for Policy 
Analysis. The study which was commissioned by the 
Board of Selectmen, will be used as a guide to affect 
changes in town government to better meet the needs of 
the community in the years ahead. The complete 70-plus- 
page report is available for viewing online at http: / / 
www.umassd.edu/ cfpa/ domunicipal.html.

"Then went into depth about the needs and wants 
of the town," Selectman Andrews said. "Last year, the 
Board of Selectmen engaged the services of UMass 
Dartmouth to do a review of Mattapoisett' s form of 
government. There will be a half-hour presentation at the 
November 12 Special Town Meeting, in January there will 
be an informational meeting, and then in late January 
there will be another Special Town Meeting to act on these 
recommendations. Hopefully people will take the oppor- 
tunity to review the document now and vote upon it at 
the Special Town Meeting." 

Selectman Andrews said he hopes these recom- 
mendations will "bring (Mattapoisett) into the 21st 
century." 

"It is time to leave behind some of those anti- 
quated offices ... especially in the areas of cash manage- 
ment," he said.

Among the key recommendations in the report: 

• Convert the Executive Secretary's position to a 
Town Administrator; 

• Create a new Department of Finance to be 
headed by a Finance Director /Town Accountant; 

• Create a new position of Administrative Assis- 
tant or Senior Clerk to assume many of the tasks currently 
performed by the Executive Secretary; 

• Appoint three citizens-at-large and two mem- 
bers of the Finance Committee to the Personnel Board; 

• Adopt a formal "Policies and Procedures" to 
guide the operations of the Board of Selectmen and its 
relationship to other town agencies and personnel; 

• Establish a Capital Planning Committee to 
replace the Capital Needs Committee to develop and 
update a five-year plan; 

• Conduct routine evaluations to enhance the 
operation of the town's numerous appointed committees; 

• Convert the current elected Highway Surveyor 
position to an appointed Department of Highways, Parks 
and Trees headed by an appointed Superintendent; and 

• Create a new Department of Inspectional 
Services, to be headed by the Building Inspector. 

Under incoming correspondence for the week, the 
board received a letter from Marya Gabriel and other 
residents regarding their frustration with the town's 
budget development process and the recent Proposition 2 
1/2 override vote on the school budget which failed. Two 
of the letters signatories — Stefan Gabriel, Ms. Gabriel's 
husband, and Bill Fuchs — were present to speak to the 
board on this matter. 

"We just wanted to point out the unfortunate 
effect (and) the way one (budget) was up for override 
vote and other items were not," Mr. Gabriel said.

Denham said. "Bascially it was because the school's were 
driving the town budget to a point where we would have 
to take money out of other budgets to fund the school 
budget. We have fuel costs, insurance costs, and labor 
costs which are ever-increasing. The other town depart- 
ments are getting 10 percent less in their expense accounts 
this year than in prior fiscal years. The schools, when they 
came in requesting around 4 percent, they tipped the 
whole scale, and something had to go on an override. If 
the voters decide not to pay, our hands are pretty much 
tied." 

Chairman Denham concurred that it was "frus- 
trating for us" in placing the school budget on an over- 
ride, but with all other departments submitting level-

funded budgets, something had to give. "We have a limit, 
once you get to the limit, you have to go to an override," 
he said. 

"The schools have traditionally been supported 
by Mattapoisett," Mr. Fuchs said. "I think our concern 
was that (the override) would either make or break the 
school budget." Mr. Fuchs said they were hoping the lost 
funding could be found somewhere else in the budget. 

"It's coming at the expense of the other town 
departments," Chairman Denham said. "We don't 'find' 
money, because we have to budget and there is a limit to 
the amount we can budget ... and then we have to look to 
the voters in an override situation to approve the funds." 

"You cannot operate on a 2 1 1 2 percent (limit) ... 
when you have contract agreements at 3 and 4 percent," 
Selectman Andrews said. "It was a wonderful idea in the 
early 1980s, but it doesn't make sense (today). Those fixed 
costs are what hurt us the most. Mattapoisett is very 
generous — it pays 75 percent of employee medical costs. 
Placing anything over 2 1/2 percent (on an override) 
would be wonderful, but we have contractual obligations. 
They're all over 3 percent, and yet we have a cap at 2 1 / 2 
percent for the tax levy limit." 

Part of Mr. Fuchs' and Mr. Gabriel's frustration 
was that there wasn't an adequate attempt to educate the 
voters prior to the override vote, which they felt jeopar- 
dized the outcome for the schools. They suggested an 
informational meeting might be beneficial in the future. 

"Even though the schools are clearly driving the 
budget ... (we) would not like to see them penalized by 
placing them on overrides," Mr. Fuchs said. 

"I think our main objective was to see that the 
(override) decision was taken in an equitable manner," 
Mr. Gabriel said. 

"Where the other departments were level-fund- 
ing, and the schools weren't, it seemed fair to place them

on an override," Selectman Andrews said. "I think a very 
strong message was sent by the electorate to the schools: 
'You're spending too much money' I think anything over 
21/2 percent should be voted at an override election. The 
biggest driving force for us is the school budget and those 
fixed costs, especially health insurance. 

"We need to start planning for the future and 
prioritize as to how we're going to spend money."

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, October 21 at 
7:00 pm by Chairman Patricia Ryan. Also present were 
Selectman Naida Parker, Selectman Richard Nunes, Town 
Administrator James Huntoon, and Administrative 
Assistant Veronica Lafreniere.

description, should be "skilled and knowledgable in the 
field of electrical, plumbing, carpentry, landscape mainte- 
nance, and janitorial functions."

SIGNS OF ILLNESS

The Ring. Starring Naomi Watts and Martin Henderson. 
Directed by Gore Verbinski. Running time: 115 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. At AMC Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinema 12 in New Bedford. 

The Ring — that is, the one now playing at a theater near you 
— is at least the second remake of the 1998 Japanese big hit Ringu 
(how big a hit? Let's say Ringu was in Japan what The Blair Witch 
Project was here). Korea remade it first, three years ago, as The 
Ring Virus, and Ringu itself has been sequelized and prequelized 
(it was also a remake itself — the story was done for Japanese TV 
in 1995). Now along comes Hollywood, ever late to the party, to 
weigh in with its own take on the material, which cries out for a 
master of illusion/ delusion like Brian De Palma. I mean, here's a 
story about a killer videotape — you watch it, then die seven days 
later — and you can't help wondering what De Palma would've 
done with it (turn it into a dark comedy, most likely). Instead, we 
get Gore Verbinski, the master of horror who gave youMouseHunt 
and The Mexican. 

Verbinski — who also did clean-up work on last year's Time 
Machine remake when its director faltered — has proven himself, 
if not a Howard Hawks jack of all genres, at least a competent 
hack who'll take any script Hollywood kicks his way. The script 
here, adapted by Ehren Krueger (fast squandering the early 
promise he showed with Arlington Road), could've used more 
kicking; it adds nothing in particular to the material that terrified 
Japan. Tackling his first horror film, Verbinski is irrepressibly of 
the flash-cut-booga-booga school: show something weird for a 
split-second while the soundtrack goes "EEEEEK" (in anticipation 
of the eek in the audience, no doubt). Some of it does the job — i.e., 
works on the level of dumb motor scares — but the content of the 
deadly videotape, which is supposed to freak us out beyond all 
sense, inspires one cynic in the film, and at least one in the 
audience, to snicker "That's very student-film." 

This Ring has something the others didn't, though: Naomi 
Watts as Rachel Keller, the reporter trying to get to the bottom of 
the video mystery. Her teenage niece (Amber Tamblyn), along 
with three friends, watched the tape and died a week later; Rachel 
watches it and somehow doesn't laugh (honestly, it reminded me 
of nothing so much as Illeana Douglas' pretentious short film 
"Mirror, Father, Mirror" in Ghost World; the tape in the Japanese 




version was quieter, subtler, and spookier). Realizing she's on a 
deadline, Rachel and her ex-husband (Martin Henderson) get to 
work on the video and the various secrets it may or may not 
disclose. They'd better hurry, because their young son (David 
Dorfman) has also watched the tape. 

I first noticed Watts in the much-maligned (why? it's fun 
enough) Tank Girl, where, as the bashful Jet Girl, she instinctively 
covered her mouth when she smiled until Lori Petty told her there 
was no need to hide such a pretty smile. I could've told her that, 
but we didn't see much more of Watts until her acting marathon 
inMulholland Drive; now she graces a Hollywood remake marketed 
to pull in teenagers looking for the next Blair Witch, and she's 
much the best reason to see it. (Well, that and an impressive scene 
involving a horse gone berserk.) Even in this overproduced 
claptrap, Watts gives solid evidence of abright future in engagingly 
flawed women; I most enjoyed her smaller moments, like the way 
she shoos her editor away when she's on the phone, or when she 
snatches a teenage girl's cigarette — not out of motherly 
disapproval, but to light her own. 

The Ring, in any version, is locked into its portfolio of scares 
and revelations (though what Verbinski does with the bodies of 
the tape's victims is inspired, and rhymes with the device of the 
victims' distorted pre-death photographs better than in the 
original). Hideo Nakata's film was unabashedly old-school, and 
it benefited from its measured, meat-and-potatoes style; it only 
got weird when it was playing for keeps. This Ring keeps strobing 
us with weirdness — deathly afraid the young audience will fall 
asleep, maybe — and so its climax, in which the animating spirit 
of the video reveals itself, comes off as just another eek! Instead of 
insinuating its way into your night thoughts, the way the original 
does, the remake simply tries too hard to be terrifying. Horror 
audiences are a tough room; you don't get points for trying.

| Forward Thinking

The Town of Mattapoisett took a giant, long overdue 
progressive step forward recently with the University of 
Massachusetts Dartmouth Center for Policy Analysis' 
townwide assessment of governmental operations com- 
missioned by the Board of Selectmen. Taking their cue from 
officials in Marion and Acushnet, who both had similar 
and equally-beneficial studies done in 1998 and 1999, re- 
spectively, the board wisely decided to seek some outside 
objective help in determining the town's future direction 
with regard to personnel, finances, and general govern- 
mental operations. 

The resulting 70-plus-page report makes several key 
recommendations on how to improve Mattapoisett and, 
to quote Selectman Raymond Andrews during this past 
week's Selectmen's meeting, "take the town into the 21st 
century." Indeed, if some of the recommended changes 
implemented by Marion are any indication, Mattapoisett 
could see a vast improvement in the way day-to-day gov- 
ernmental operations are handled and, hopefully, find 
some alternative solutions to the fiscal constraints which 
have plagued the town of late. 

Among some of the key recommendations made in 
the final report submitted to the town: 

• Convert the Executive Secretary's position to a Town 
Administrator. Both Marion and Rochester made this move 
in recent years, and both towns have made great strides in 
having a Chief Administrative Officer on duty full-time to 
make those all-important daily decisions in the part-time 
Selectmen's absence. With all due respect to the town's 
sitting Executive Secretary, it would be far more efficient 
to have someone in a position to make important decisions 
instead of having to poll the board members by telephone 
or waiting until the weekly Selectmen's meeting to render 
a decision. 

• Create a new Department of finance. Mattapoisett' s 
ongoing financial woes and escalating tax rate sorely need 
to be addressed — either in terms of seeking alternate 
sources of funding or better fiscal management — and the 
recommended new Department of Finance, headed by a 
Finance Director /Town Accountant, is a good place to start. 

• Create a new Administrative Assistant or Senior 
Clerk to assume many of the work tasks currently performed by 
the Executive Secretary. Taking on a Town Administrator 
with increased responsibilities — not least of which will 
be to actively seek out often-missed grant opportunities 



for the town — will leave a void in daily clerical and sched- 
uling duties which can be covered by this position. 

• Appoint three citizens- at-large and two members of 
the Finance Committee to the Personnel Board. 
Mattapoisett' s existing "catch-all" Personnel Board could 
equally benefit from the financial input of both FinCom 
members and interested taxpayers. 

• Establish a Capital Planning Committee to replace the 
existing Capital Needs Committee to be charged with devel- 
oping and updating a five-year capital plan. It's a sign of the 
times when municipalities are no longer able to simply 
list their "Capital Needs and Wants" but need to better 
forecast their future "Capital Plans" for the next five, ten, 
or even twenty years. This newly-formed group would 
work well in tandem with the Finance Committee 
(FinCom) to prepare annual budgets. 

• Convert the elected Highway Surveyor position to an 
appointed Department of Highways, Parks and Trees to be 
headed by an appointed Superintendent. According to the 
report, "elected Highway Surveyors have been abolished 
in most towns in Massachusetts and replaced by individu- 
als with educational credentials and expertise in civil en- 
gineering or highway engineering." This new department 
would serve in a similar capacity to Marion's existing DPW 
and oversee both the Tree Warden and Caretaker of Veter- 
ans Graves, while managing the town's landfill, SEMASS 
contract, and any other future refuse operations. 

• Create a new Department of Inspectional Services to 
be headed by the Building Inspector. This new all-encom- 
passing department would include the Plumbing Inspec- 
tor, Gas Inspectors, Wire Inspector, Sealer of Weights and 
Measures, Weighers of Hay and Coal, and Measurer of 
Wood and Bark in a streamlined, centralized office. 

A half-hour presentation on the Municipal Manage- 
ment Report will be made at the November 12 Special 
Town Meeting and, according to Selectman Andrews, this 
will be followed by an informational meeting in January, 
2003 with tentative plans for another Special Town Meet- 
ing later that month to implement any or all of the recom- 
mendations. 

In the meantime, residents are encouraged to read the 
complete Municipal Management for the Future report, cop- 
ies of which are available to peruse at the Mattapoisett 
Town Hall, the Mattapoisett Public Library, or can be found 
online at www.umassd.edu/cfpa/domunicipal.html.
